Use of Vitamin D Among Chil­ 
dren Reduces Danger of Getting 
Rickets

On ce rickets affected from 50 
to 80 per cen t of all ch ildren . 
In 
th is disease, th e lon g bon es do n et 
grow properly . Th e ch ild becomes 
restless an d irritable, h is mu scles 


are flabby . Alon g th e sides of th e 
ch est wh ere th e bon es of th e ribs 
meet th e cartilages, little kn obs 
appear. 
As th e ch ild grows, h e 
becomes kn ock-kn eed or bow-leg­ 
ged an d may even develop a twist­ 
ed spin e. 
Wh en men moved in side from 
th e ou tdoors, wh en smoke began 
to fill th e air, wh en ten emen ts 
were establish ed an d wh en win ­ 
dow glass was in trodu ced an d el­ 
imin ated th e u ltraviolet ray s in ­ 
side 
h omes, 
rickets 
began 
to 
spread. Th ere were great areas in 
factory districts an d in ten emen ts 
wh ere practically every ch ild was 
afflicted by th is disease. 
Probably th e most importan t of 
all of th e discoveries in ctu in ec- 


tion with rickets w'as th e deter­ 
min ation th at th e con dition resu lt­ 
ed from a failu re to obtain th e 
u ltraviolet ray s of th e su n . 
On e 
of th e first steps in th e attack on 
th e disease was to attempt to u se 
win dow glass wh ich wou ld permit 
u ltraviclet ray s to pass. 
An oth er 
step was th e developmen t of spe­ 
cial lamps wh ich wou ld y ield large 
amou n ts of u ltraviolet ray s as a 
su bstitu te for th e su n ’s ray s. 
For man y y ears ph y sician s h ad 
u sed cod li\ er oil in ch ildren wh o 
were weak an d rickety . 
Wh en it 
was demon strated th at th e action 
of u ltraviolet ray s u pon th e h u ­ 
man bein g stimu lated developmen t, 
with in th e bcdy of a su b.stan ce 
called ergosterol, wh ich gave rise 


to vitamin D, an d th at cod liver 
oil is th e rich est kn own su bstan ce 
in \’itamin D con ten t, th e medical 
profession was provided with an - 
ot her miracu lou s meth od for .spe­ 
cifically con trollin g a defin ite dis­ 
ease. 
Today we kn ow th at it is far 
more importan t to preven t rick­ 
ets th an it is to attempt to cu re 
th e disease. 
In th is preven tion 
D is n ow su pplied in a wide vari­ 
ety of way s, in clu din g n ot on ly th e 
u se of defin ite amou n ts of cod liv­ 
er Oil for th e moth er before th e 
birth Of th e ch ild an d for th e in ­ 
fan t after birth an d du rin g ch ild­ 
h ood. 
Con cern trates of cod liver 
oil an d a su bstan ce called viosterol 
also are u sed.

¡an d treatmen t of rickets th at it 
stan ds as on e of th e 10 Magic 
Bu llets u pon wh ich modern medi- 
'cin e so greatly depen ds.
